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LEGAL QUESTIONS IN 
SCHUMACHER CASE 
MAY GO TU CUURT 

» 

Effort* Made to Huve Mrs. Schumnker 
and Henry Eddins Testify In 
Effort to Procure Com. 
pensatlon. 

The hewing held hero yesterday by 
Hon. Clyde Levy, district member of 
the State Compenflatlon Hoard, was a 
very Important one and several cases 
were either disposed of or started on 
their wny to a final disposition. 

Probably the most Important case 
taken up was the case of Benjamin 
Shumaker. who was killed at the 
Maysvllle Cotton Mills by Henry L. 
Eddins. Practically all of the testi- 
mony In this case was taken before 
Mr. Levy but a legal question arose 
which may throw the Investigation In- 
to the courts. Mrs. Schumakcr has 
refused to answer certain questions 
and it has been decided to submit the 
question to Circuit Judge C. D. Newell 
as to whether or not she Is compelled 
to answer the questions. An effort 
will also be made to have Henry L. 
EddinB, who killed Shumaker nnd who 
is now In the State Penltentlnry, testi- 
fy and if Eddins should refuse this 
will also be taken before Judge New- 
ell. Because of these legal complica- 
tions, there has been no derision 
reached in this case. 

In the Butcher case the Board has 
decided that the father and mother of 
Butcher are entitled to compensation 
for partial dependency and If the at- 
torneys in the case cannot agree, the 
board will fix the amount of compen- 
sation. 

In the Stanley Mitchell case the 
board awarded Mr. Mitchell eleven 
months additional compensation in 
full and he will be continued on the 
list until recovery or the limit of the 
law has been drawn. Mr. Mitchell was 
Injured at the Dam, one man being 
killed on either side of him in the 
same accidennt. 

In the case of David Candy, who 
died from Injuries received to a foot 
caught in a concrete mixer, an 
agreed settlement was reached. 

Lee Emmons, who sustained an in- 
jury to an eye at the Dam, was also 
before the board and his case was 
taken under advisement. 

In the ease of Jack Taylor. Injured 
at the Dam, there was a question as 
to whether or not the Bates-Rogers 
Construction Company was before the 
court on summons and this case was 
continued. 

The case of Williams who was In- 
jured at the Reynolds Tobacco plant

Temporary Injunction Issued Against 
Covington Strikers In District 
federal Court. 

Labor troubles of several weoks' 
standing la the basis of a suit filed 
yesterday In the United States District 
Court by the Houston, Stanwood & 
Gamble Manufacturing Company, Cov- 
ington, against Harry Meyer and thir- 
ty other defendents. The petition asks 
for an Injunction to prevent the do-' 
fendannts from molesting or Interfer- 
ing with the employees of the com- 
pany. 

The petition chaigen thut Hie de- 
fendants have been In the habit of 
congregating at Second ami Philadel- 
phia streets In ths vicinity of the 
plant and using threatening and abus- 
ive language toward employees of the 
company; that In some Instances the 
employees refused to return to their 
work. 

Federal Judge Cochran granted a 
temporary Injunction forbidding the 
defendants to Interfere wllth the busi- 
ness of the company and warning 
them not to interfere with the em- 
ployees. The hearing of the temporary 
Injunction Is set for March 1. when 
the company will seek to have the in- 
junction made permanent.

WEED MONOPOLY 
IS GIVEN TO BLUE 
GRASS BY NATURE 

Good Will Come of Present Conditions 
In Tobacco Belt If Advantage 
' Is Taken. 

(TBbacco Trade Journal.) 

The various aspects of the tobacco 
situation are being counsldured by 
thousands of Kentuckians. There is no 
problem before the residents of Ken- 
tucky more Important that the prob- 
lem of how the residents of the lllue- 
grass shall secure proper advantage 
from the natural monopoly thoy have 
in the production of the best class of 
Hurley tobacco. 

It would have meant millions upon 
millions of dollars to Kentucky had 
the residents of the Mluegrass long 
ago realized the fact that they had a 
natural monopoly in the production of 
the best class of tobacco and formed 
a compact organization to tako ad- 
vantage of that monopoly. 

They have lost millions of dollars In 
tlio past forty years since the grow- 
ing of tobacco was Drat Introduced In 
tho niuegrass, by their failure to use 
their natural monopoly to the greatest 
advantage. There is now the possi- 
bility of their reaping far greater ad- 
vantages in the future than they have 
in the past, and all Kentuckians are 
concerned in achieving that result. 

The present price of tobacco and all 
other facts In the present situation are 
of importance. There are many reas- 
ons ascribed for the low prices offered 
by the manufacturers. 

Some contend thai one of the chief 
reasons for their offering so low- 
prices is that they have on hand large 
stocks of tobacco purchased at the 
high prices that ruled last year and 
the year before; that under the ruling 
of the Government they can value 
their stock on hand at tho end of the 
year cither at cpst or replacement 
value, making it possible for them to 
take advantage of the heavy deprecia- 
tion in the price so as to reduce the 
amount they will have to pay the Gov- 
ernment in Income or excess profit 
taxes. 

As an illustration— if a manufactur- 
er had ou hand in December a hun- 
dred million pounds* 0 ' tobacco which 
he purchased at fiO cents a pound, and 
tho replacement value shown by the 
market is 1S> cents a pound, he could 
show a loss of $85,000,000 to be de- 
ducted from tho income of 1920 and 
thereby save the payment of income 
or excess profit taxes on $35,000,000. 

Others ascribe the low prices to the 
severe financial stringency which is 
illustrated by the fact that great cor- 
porations with tho highest credit have 
been compelled to pay from 7 to 10 
per cent, for money ,and have not been 
able to obtain all the money they 
needed even at those high rates. 

Others ascribe the poor quality of 
the crop of 1920 as a reason for the 
decrease in the prices. There is a 
probability that all of these clemen s 
enter into the making of the prici s 
paid this year. Dark as the tobacco 
situation seems, good will come fron 
It If it leads to the formation of such 
an organization as will bring possible 
and proper results from the natur 1 
monopoly, the Bluegrass has throw ll 
the limestone end phosphate that un- 
derlie its soil. 



STANDARDIZED EGGS SELL 
HIGH ON LOW MARKET 

Grout Ilrop In Price of Ekkh Docs Not 
Effect From Klumlurdlzed 
Fletks. 

Lexlngto i, Ky., Fob. 24. — In splto 
of thcunprccedentcd drip In tho price 
of Fcbruury eggs reported for the 
week of February 6 to 9, Kentucky 
farmors who have standardized flocks 
will continue to rccolve six cents 
apiece for their eggs, according to a 
Statement made hore today by J. 
.Molnies Martin, In charge of poultry 
work at the State College of Agricul- 
ture. 

The drop from 54 cents on February 
3 to M reals on February 9 on the 
New York market Is declared by poul- 
try authorities at the State College 
to be the greatest slump that has ever 
been recorded In the egg market for 
that month. 

While the owner of the average 
flock will be receiving in the neigh- 
borhood of :14 cents for his product, 
tl.ey declare, farmers who have stand- 
ardized their flocks will still be get- 
ting a premium price for their eggs, 
which will be used for hatching pur- 
poses during tho poultry standardiz- 
ing campaign in tho state. More than 
seventy counties have signed up In 

furnish standardised eggs tor the 
spring season. Mr. Martin said. Or- 
ders already are in for practically all 
of the posslbMc production, be as-ert 
ed.

"Chairman Fordney'a advocacy of the restoration of the maxi- 
mum and minimum tariff rate provision in the next Republican tariff 
law wfl] meet with the approval of those who studies the operation 
of that clause in the Republican tariff law of 1009," declares the Re- 
publican Publicity Association. "The clause will be of particular 
■•alue in the near future because of the tendency on the part of many 
of our foreign competitors to dlicriminate against American exports 
by way of vexatious regulations and, in some instances, denying the 
tmtxy of certain American goods to their markets. For example, it 
was testified recently before the Ways and Means Committee that 
American themos bottles had been kept out of Great Britain under a 
licensing system still in operation there, while thermos bottles from 
Japan and Italy had be n given entry to the British Market. Other 
instances have been cited of a similar nature 

"Again, there has been considerable talk of 'retailiation' on the 
part of certain foreign nations against American u'oods should we 
restore our basic policy of protection. True, this threat is beine held 
out mainly by importers of foreign goods in the hope of scaring the 
protectionists out of their intention to increase the duty rates. See 
rotary Colby, on his return from his South American trip, declared 

that no intimation of retailiation had I n brought to his attention 

while down there, and Representative (Ireen, ranking member on 
the Ways and Means Committee, declares snch talk to be n bogy 
which is dragged forth by the Democratic party whenever a protec. 
tivc tariff law is in contemplation. But the adoption of the maximum 
and minimum clause in the next tariff law would make assurance 
doubly sure in discouraging and disposition to retaliate on us for 
returning to a tariff policy more generally indorsed today than even 
in our history. 

"The adoption of the maximum and minimum in the tariff law 
of 1909 precipitated a torrent of expostulation from the free traders, 
Champ Clark, then leader of the minority in the House, declared that, 
having provided unconscionably high rates of duty on imports, the 
majority deliberately provided for a horizontal elevation of the rates 
by 25 per cent., which was protection gone mad. The clause was ne- 
cessitated by numerous foreign discriminations against American ex- 
ports, but its action was so effective that the maximum rates wi re 
never applied under it. Within a few days after the world had re- 
ceived notice of the maximum and minimum provision, all discrim- 
ination against American exports had ceased and . very nation prom- 
ised to be good. So the minimum rates, the rates in the law itself 
were the only ones ever applied. And despite the campagin of false- 
hood directed against the Paync-Aldrich tariff law, the average ad 
valorem rate of duty on all imports under that law was under 20 per 
cent, whil the Wilson-Gorman law enacted under Cleveland wjis n 
fraction over 20 per cent. 

"The maximum and minimum has proved its worth in the past, 
and it is too good a persuader to scrap in these days of intense com- 
petition for markets."

She wouldn't 
believe me when I told her that one of 
these colonies alone Is as big as all 
our Southern states cast of the Mis- 
sissippi Itlvor, and sometime will be 
just about as valuable. I proved It to 
her by the llgures I nthe encyclopedia" 
"That's fine, Jack, I'm glad you 
have learned how to use the encyclo- 
pedia. You can't carry all kinds of In- 
formatio nin your head, but you can 
tind nearly everything in n good cn- 
cyclopdla, and it's a good thing to 
form the habit of looking things up 
when a question arises like that you 
and Ruth have been discussing. You 
won't forget the facts you have learn- 
ed in this way." 

"Then too," continued Uncle Ted, 
"I'm glad this discussion camo up. for 
it will make you interested in some 
further facts concerning the treaty 
of peace and the relations between the 
1'nited States and the countries that 
went to war with Germany. If you 
think you'd be interested, I'll tell you 
a few things that are Just now receiv- 
ing a good deal of attention from the 
big men of this country." 

"Co ahead, Uncle Ted." exclaimed 
Ruth. "I don't like to have Jack beat 
mo out In a dispute, but I'm glad he 
told me some thing! I don't know. 
What is It the big men of the country 
are talking about?" 

"Well, It's like this." answered 
Ted. "You know the war was orig- 
inally a European war growing out of 
the commercial rivalries of European 
nations. In the beginning we bad no 
direct Interest In it, but it became our 
business to get into the war when It 
was apparent that Germany Intended 
to sink our ships in violation of in- 
ternational law. After we entered the 
war It became apparent that the Al- 
lies were out of money and supplies, 
so we loaned the various nations dif- 
ferent sums amounting all to about 
$10,000,000,000. Nearly half of this we 
loaned to Great Britain, and she made 
loans to some of the other countries. 
The United States did not have the 
money In its treasury to loan to the 
Allies, bo It borrower money from Its 
own people by selling them bonds. The 
people of the United States supplied 
the money ad they must eventually 
pay the bonds through taxation, ex- 
cept to the extent that the Allies re- 
pay the money we loaned them. 

"Now, just to give you a general 
Idea of the situation, and without deal- 
ing exact figures, but figures that are 
approximately correct, the United 
States raised for war purposes about 
$35,000,000,000 of which about $10,- 
000,000.000 was raised by taves and 
$25,000,000,000 by sale of bonds and 
other evidences of debt. We arc still 
in debt more than $24,000,000,000, but 
the allies owe us about $10,000,000,000. 
Some time ago Great Ilritain made a 
suggestion to the United States that 
we cancel the debt of $10,000,000,000 
the Allies owe us. Of course, if we 
canceled the debt, that would mean 
that the people of the United States 
who pay taxes would have to pay the 
$10,000,000,000. for the United States 
has It bonds out for that amount 
which we raised to loan to the Allies 
The additional burden would fall upon 

j all the people of the country, for, al- 
though lots of people do not pay any 

I Income tax, or any other kiknd of tax. 

! directly, yet they nay the tax Indirect- 
ly when they buy goods, for of course 

I taxes arc figured In as part of the cost 

I of doing business. There are about 
lin.OOO.OOO people In the United States, 
so you can easily figure out that If we 
cancel the debt of the Allies, it will 
mean, on an average, placing an addi- 
tional debt of $00 on every man. wo- 
man and child in the country, or $150 
for every bead of a family. 
"I don't think that would be right or 



fair," interrupted Juck. "Eveu If tho 
Allies pay tbolr $10,000,000,000 loan, 
this country will still hnvo a debt of 
about $14,000,000,000 to pay won't It?" 

"Yob, that's about right, Jack. Tho 
war will cost us about $25,000,000,000, 
without counting interest, even If tho 
Allies pay their debt. The Interest 
will probably amount to more than tho 
principal, by the time It Is paid." 

"That's Interesting." Ruth Inter- 
vened. "But whnt's all this got to do 
with this map Jack was showing me?" 

"Jus this, Ruthi You see, when the 
war was over, the Allies made a treaty 
of peace with Germany and took a lot 
of territory away from her. Jack's 
teacher was telling bis class about It 
today, and Jack was telling you. 
France was given a big chunk off one 
side of what used to be Germany, and 
is to get a lot of money as reparation, 
or what we would call damages. In 
ordinary business. I think France Is 
entitled to a lot more than she will 
get. Then Great Ilritain gels the Ger- 
man colonies In Africa, thai Jack has 
been telling you about. He is right 
about the size and value of the colon- 
ics. Gorman East Africa Is about the 
size of all of the southeastern corner 
Of the United Stales, east of the Mis- 
sissippi River and from the Potomac 
River to the Quit And in richness of 
resources it is no less valuable. Ger- 
man Southwest Africa is about the 
size of Texas and Okklahoma com- 
bined, and probably about as rich In 
Ultimate resources. By moans of her 
Control of railroads and ports. Great 
Ilritain will control practlcnlly all the 
Industry and commerce of Africa, the 
richest undeveloped region in the 
world. 

"Now what I wanted to Impress up- 
on your minds was that after getting 
all this rich territory In Africa, (Ireat 
Ilritain ought not expect the people of 
the United Statea to cancel the debt 
Great Britain owes them. We have not 
asked for anything from Germany, 
and we are willing to give the Allies

but wo won't consent to cancel the 
rebt entirely."
